Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  East  Gloucestershire 
United  Districts  for  the  year  1957  as  required  under  the 
Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations  1935,  and 
as  directed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  Circular  1/58  of 
13th  January,  1958. 

In  accordance  with  the  above  circular  the  distribution  of 
the  report  includes: —

Each  year  sees  a spate  of  new  legislation  which  has  to  be 
enforced  and  executed  by  the  Local  Authority  and  much 
directly  concerns  the  Public  Health  Departments.

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While  new  legislation  is  stimulating  to  Public  Health 
Departments,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  it  puts  consider- 
able extra  work  on  all  concerned. 

The  population  according  to  the  Registrar  General’s 
mid-year  estimate  has  decreased,  being  42,220  compared 
with  43,100  last  year.  The  decrease  occurred  only  in  the 
Cirencester  Rural  District  which  was  lower  by  960,  while 
Cirencester  Urban  increased  by  60,  Northleach  Rural  by  20 
and  Tetbury  Rural  remained  the  same. 

The  birth  rate  per  1 ,000  population  has  increased  in 
Northleach  and  Tetbury  Rural  districts,  but  has  decreased 
in  Cirencester  Urban  and  Rural  districts. 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  total  population  was  15.4 
compared  with  16.0  in  1956.  The  corresponding  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  in  1957  was  16.1.  There  were  651  live 
births  compared  with  690  in  1956,  the  corresponding  still 
birth  figures  being  14  and  17  respectively.  The  still  birth 
rate  per  1,000  live  and  still  births  was  21  compared  with  22.5 
for  England  and  Wales. 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  was  5.3  compared 
with  6 in  1956. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  (per  1,000  live  births)  was  23.0 
compared  with  the  corresponding  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  which  was  23.1. 

No  women  died  in,  or  in  consequence  of,  childbirth. 

The  total  registered  deaths,  434  compared  with  505  for 
1956.  The  deaths  certified  as  being  due  to  heart  disease  were 
116  and  59  of  these  were  due  to  coronary  disease.  Vascular 
lesions  of  the  nervous  system  caused  82  deaths  and  68  deaths 
were  due  to  malignant  disease  of  which  16  were  due  to  cancer 
of  the  lung,  14  of  which  were  male.  There  were  9 deaths  from 
lung  cancer  in  1956. 

At  death  72%  had  survived  to  over  65  years  of  age  and 
48%  had  survived  to  over  75  years  of  age. 

There  were  1135  notifications  of  infectious  disease  com- 
pared with  315  for  the  previous  year,  the  increase  being  mainly 
due  to  the  biennial  epidemic  of  measles  which  occurred  in  all 
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areas  and  accounted  for  804  of  the  notifications.  Four  cases 
of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  of  which  3 were  the  paralytic 
type. 

There  were  26  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified,  of  which  21 
were  pulmonary.  This  is  an  increase  on  the  previous  year 
when  there  were  18  notifications,  of  which  15  were  pulmonary. 
This  increase,  whilst  not  statistically  significant,  does  show 
that  the  final  elimination  of  this  disease  is  not  yet  assured. 
There  was  one  death  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

This  continues  the  trend  noticeable  over  the  last  10  years, 
when  the  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis  has  fallen 
rapidly. 

No  notifications  of  food  poisoning  were  received  during 
the  year. 

The  influenza  epidemic  which  had  long  been  predicted, 
reached  the  area  about  the  middle  of  September  and  spread 
rapidly.  The  first  reports  concerned  children,  but  the  disease 
soon  spread  to  the  adult  population.  Reports  from  schools 
showed  that  a high  proportion  of  school  children  were 
affected  but  fortunately  the  elderly,  who  are  more  prone  to 
complications,  were  relatively  free  from  attack.  Close  touch 
was  kept  with  the  General  Practitioners,  Hospital  Authorities 
and  the  Ministry  of  Health,  so  that  early  information  could 
be  obtained  of  any  unusual  trend  in  the  disease,  and  steps 
taken  to  deal  with  it.  Vaccine  was  made  available  for  some 
groups  specially  exposed  to  infection  and  on  whom  the 
epidemic  was  likely  to  place  a heavy  burden.  Fortunately 
the  epidemic  was  mild  and  of  short  duration  although  un- 
pleasant to  individual  sufferers.  Probably  the  early  onset 
and  the  mild  Autumn  also  helped  to  lessen  the  incidence  of 
complications.  There  were  5 deaths  reported. 

Steady  progress  was  made  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955,  and  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  and  further 
systematic  inspections  were  carried  out.  The  main  food 
premises  have  now  been  dealt  with  but  there  is  still  much  to 
be  done  regarding  smaller  types  of  food  business.  The  type 
of  improvement  generally  required  in  food  premises  includes 
provision  of  sinks,  wash  hand  basins  with  hot  and  cold  water 
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supplies,  protection  of  exposed  food,  provision  of  cloakroom 
accommodation,  etc.  Work  under  these  regulations  is,  of 
course,  continuous,  for  once  premises  are  brought  up  to 
standard  inspections  still  have  to  be  carried  out  to  see  that  the 
requirements  as  to  cleanliness  and  hygienic  food  handling 
are  being  observed.  These  inspections  are  valuable  as  by 
personal  contact  and  discussion,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
can  keep  the  staff  of  food  premises  alive  to  the  need  for  clean 
food.  During  the  year  every  opportunity  was  also  taken  to 
keep  the  public  informed  by  talks,  posters  and  leaflets,  of 
the  need  for  clean  food  handling  not  only  in  food  premises, 
but  at  home. 

Progress  in  housing,  v/ater  supplies,  sewerage,  etc.,  is 
detailed  in  the  reports  under  individual  districts.  Once  again 
hnancial  restrictions  and  rising  costs  delayed  programmes, 
but  in  spite  of  this  some  progress  was  made.  In  the  housing 
programme  the  emphasis  was  on  slum  clearance  and  the 
provision  of  dwellings  for  old  people.  Housing  committees 
gave  much  thought  to  the  design  and  layout  for  old  peoples 
dwellings  and  the  result  of  their  efforts  will  play  a real  part 
in  the  national  endeavour  to  care  for  the  aged. 

Steady  progress  was  made  in  the  provision  of  rural  water 
supplies  following  delays  imposed  by  the  Ministry.  One 
would,  however,  like  to  see  more  connections  when  a supply 
is  made  available.  Approval  was  received  for  the  start  of 
several  sewerage  schemes,  including,  at  long  last,  that  at 
Fairford.  The'  provision  for  sewerage  schemes  for  smaller 
villages  will  be  difficult  because  of  the  cost,  but  modified 
schemes  may  be  possible.  It  is  relatively  easy  to  prevent 
sewerage  pollution  of  river  water  supplies  as  this  is  easily 
detected,  but  much  more  thought  is  necessary  to  protect 
underground  water  which  provides  most  of  our  supplies  in 
this  area. 

There  was  a slight  decrease  in  the  total  number  of  children 
immunised  against  diphtheria  but  the  proportion  protected 
under  one  year  was  much  the  same  as  last  year.  Although  the 
emphasis  has  been  on  poliomyelitis  vaccination,  we  must 
still  improve  the  diphtheria  immunisation  hgures.  Small 
pox  vaccination  hgures  are  about  the  same  as  last  year. 
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The  programme  lor  poliomyelitis  vaccination  was  a heavy 
one  during  the  year.  Owing  to  delays  in  production  of  vaccine 
there  were  still  many  registered  children  from  the  1947 — 54 
age  groups  awaiting  injections  at  the  beginning  of  1957.  Later 
in  the  year  vaccine  became  more  plentiful  and  in  July  the 
Ministry  of  Health  made  it  possible  to  offer  registration  to 
children  born  in  the  years  1955  and  1956  and  also  in  Sep- 
tember registrations  for  the  1947 — 54  groups  were  re-opened. 
However  the  production  of  vaccine  did  not  keep  pace  with 
registrations  and  by  the  end  of  1957  there  were  still  many 
children  awaiting  injections.  Approximately  1,700  children 
were  given  two  injections  during  the  year  out  of  a county 
total  of  16,321.  In  November,  the  Minister  of  Health 
announced  an  extended  programme  of  vaccination  against 
polio  before  the  summer  of  1958,  to  include  children  up  to  the 
age  of  15,  and  expectant  mothers,  and  arrangements  were 
made  to  register  these  additional  groups  on  1st  January,  1958. 

Once  again  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Councils  and  Committees  for 
their  support  and  encouragement  during  the  year.  In  addition, 
my  thanks  are  due  to  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  stalf 
of  the  Public  Health  Departments  for  their  co-operation 
during  the  year  and  for  the  work  done  in  preparation  of  the 
various  reports.  I also  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
clerks  and  other  olficers  of  the  Councils  for  their  help  through- 
out the  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
Water  Supply 

The  supply  of  water  from  the  Council’s  Baunton  Water- 
works continued  throughout  the  year  to  be  entirely  satis- 
factory, both  for  quality  and  quantity,  and  each  of  the  four 
samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  indicated 
the  continuance  of  an  exceptionally  high  standard  of  purity. 

During  the  year  the  total  quantity  of  water  supplied  in 
the  Council’s  area  of  supply  was  202,855,000  gallons. 

The  total  quantity  supplied  under  bulk  agreements 
amounted  to  38,100,000  gallons,  covering  supplies  to  the 
Cirencester  Rural  District  Council  for  South  Cerney  R.A.F. 
Station,  Preston,  Harnhill  and  Driffield,  Siddington,  Baunton, 
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Daglingworth,  North  Cerney  and  10,149,000  gallons  to  the 
Ministry  of  Works  for  the  Daglingworth  Camp. 

Six  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  shallow  wells  in  the 
town  and  submitted  for  analysis.  The  reports  showed  that 
all  the  supplies  were  totally  unfit  for  human  consumption 
and  all  the  owners  concerned  were  called  upon  to  make 
connections  to  the  Council’s  main  to  provide  a wholesome 
supply  of  water.  In  all  15  houses  were  provided  with  a proper 
supply  of  water. 


Swimming  Baths 

The  swimming  season  at  the  open  air  baths  was  from  the 
beginning  of  May  to  the  end  of  September.  Although  during 
the  second  half  the  weather  was  poor,  good  attendances 
were  maintained.  As  in  past  years  day  time  reservations  were 
made  for  schools  in  the  area,  and  children  from  nine  schools 
attended  up  to  the  end  of  July. 

The  temperature  of  the  water  was  maintained  at  about 
70  degrees. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

No  extensions  to  sewers  were  carried  out  during  the  year 
and  no  particular  difficulties  were  experienced  at  the  Disposal  vj 

Works.  Samples  of  final  effluent  were  at  no  time  unfavourably  Q 

commented  on  by  the  Thames  Conservancy. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Collection  of  house  refuse  continued  on  a weekly  basis. 

Disposal  was  by  controlled  tipping,  some  3,316  tons  being 
dealt  with  during  the  year.

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Drainage 

Colour  tests  were  applied  to  a number  of  septic  tanks 
serving  private  houses  in  one  road  on  the  west  side  of  the 
town  and  all  the  tests  proved  that  the  overflow  from  the  sep- 
tic tanks  discharged  to  the  surface  water  drain  and  thence  to 
the  Daglingworth  stream  which  is  a tributary  of  the  Thames. 
All  the  owners  concerned  were  informed  of  the  position  and 
asked  to  make  connection  to  the  Council’s  sewer  which  was 
available  in  the  road.  In  20  cases  drainage  systems  were 
altered  and  connections  made  to  the  Council’s  sewer  to  serve 
the  properties.  All  the  cess  pools  were  hlled  in. 

On  inspection  it  was  found  that  a cess  pool  receiving  the 
drainage  from  four  properties  was  discharging  into  an  old 
quarry  and  causing  a serious  Nuisance.  As  a result  of  this, 
the  owners  were  persuaded  to  dispense  with  the  cess  pool  and 
lay  a new  main  drain  and  connect  to  the  Council’s  sewer. 
This  work  was  carried  out. 

Four  houses  were  found  to  have  only  three  W.C.s  for  the 
use  of  the  occupants  and  the  owner  built  an  additional  one 
on  request. 

The  owners  of  ten  properties  provided  proper  sanitary 
sinks  and  drainage  as  requested. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

All  the  rivers  and  streams  in  the  district  were  inspected 
in  order  to  see  whether  or  not  they  were  polluted  or  the  free 
flow  obstructed.  The  River  Churn  was  found  to  be  overgrown 
with  weeds  and  silted  up  in  several  places.  The  Thames 
Conservancy  Authority  cleared  most  of  this  stream  and  a 
considerable  amount  of  debris  was  removed  near  the  Gnose- 
acre  Lane  Bridge.  The  whole  length  of  the  stream  which  runs 
parallel  to  the  Preston  Road  was  cleaned  out  as  far  as  the 
Preston  Toll  Bar. 

The  Daglingworth  stream  was  found  to  be  badly  silted  up 
and  polluted  at  a point  commencing  on  the  South  side  of 
the  bridge  at  Barnway.  The  brewery  company  responsible 
for  the  maintenance  of  this  stream  cleaned  it  out  on  request. 
The  question  of  pollution  is  gradually  being  eliminated. 
Twenty  properties  which  previously  discharged  the  overflow 
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from  cess  pools  into  this  stream  have  now  connected  to  the 
CoLincirs  sewer. 

The  Mill  Pound,  Gunstoole  Brook  and  the  stream  running 
from  London  Road  to  City  Bank  Playing  Field  were  found 
to  be  silted  up  and  weedy  in  places.  These  streams  were 
cleaned  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff. 

Nuisances  under  the  Public  Health  Act 

137  nuisances  were  observed  during  the  year  and  127 
were  abated.  A Statutory  Notice  was  served  upon  one  person 
only  and  all  the  other  Nuisances  were  abated  as  a result  of 
informal  notice.  Most  of  the  Nuisances  were  in  respect  of 
hous  ing  defects  such  as  leaky  roofs,  defective  plaster  etc., 
but  a number  were  in  connection  with  obstructed  drains 
serving  properties. 

Smoke  Nuisance 

A laundry  chimney  which  had  been  a source  of  trouble 
the  previous  year  was  again  kept  under  observation.  Some 
40  half  hour  observations  were  taken  of  emissions  of  smoke 
from  this  chimney  and  on  one  occasion  a Nuisance  was 
observed  due  to  the  emission  of  black  smoke. 

A Statutory  Notice  was  served  upon  the  Company  con- 
cerned and  steps  were  taken  to  abate  the  Nuisance  before  the 
expiration  of  the  notice. 

Discussions  took  place  with  the  management  regarding 
this  problem  and  several  fuels  were  tried.  Finally  a Welsh 
smokeless  fuel  was  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Further 
observations  showed  a marked  improvement. 

Dirty  and  Verminous  Premises 

As  a result  of  complaints  received,  two  premises  were 
visited  and  found  to  be  in  a dirty  and  verminous  condition. 
In  each  case  the  occupiers  were  called  upon  to  carry  out 
cleansing  and  redecoration  and  it  was  necessary  to  remove 
quite  an  amount  of  rubbish. 

One  case  in  particular  proved  to  be  very  difficult  as  the 
house  was  occupied  by  an  aged  male  person  who  was  practi- 
cally bedridden,  a daughter  and  three  young  children,  all  of 
whom  were  sleeping  in  the  only  living  room  in  the  house. 
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Both  premises  were  subsequently  eleansed  and  satisfaetory 
sleeping  arrangements  were  made.  Further  inspections 
have  shown  that  both  premises  are  being  maintained  in  a 
clean  and  satisfactory  state. 

Offensive  Trades 

The  two  processes  which  were  classed  as  Offensive  Trades, 
namely  blood  drying  and  fat  extracting,  were  both  carried 
out  in  a separate  department  at  the  two  Bacon  Factories. 
Four  inspections  were  made  at  these  establishments  during 
the  operation  of  the  plant  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory 
on  each  occasion.  The  Council  granted  consent  to  the  two 
firms  to  carry  on  this  processing  for  a further  twelve  months. 
No  Nuisance  was  observed  at  either  factory  during  the  year. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933—1954 

Five  new  licences  were  issued  to  slaughtermen  during 
the  year  and  19  licences  were  renewed,  including  one 
authorising  the  slaughter  of  horses. 

Slaughterhouse  and  Meat  Inspection 

Slaughtering  was  carried  out  at  the  only  public  slaughter- 
house in  town,  and  as  in  previous  years  the  Butchers  Asso- 
ciation was  responsible  for  this.  These  premises  cannot 
really  be  considered  suitable  for  a slaughterhouse  as  they 
are  sited  at  the  back  of  a butcher’s  shop,  the  buildings  are 
congested  and  the  only  access  is  from  a narrow  street. 
Negotiations  are  taking  place  between  the  butchers  and  farmers 
and  it  is  possible  that  a modern  slaughterhouse  will  be  erected 
on  a site  adjacent  to  the  cattle  market. 

Slaughterhouse  licences  were  issued  to  the  two  Bacon 
Factories. 

Knackers  Yard 

As  in  the  previous  year  one  Knackers  Yard  licence  was 
issued  in  the  town  and  the  premises  were  kept  in  satisfactory 
order.

The  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  as  unlit  for  human 
consumption  was  15  tons  1 cwt.  23  lbs. 

67  animals  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumption due  to  one  of  the  following  conditions; — 

Oedema,  Emaciation,  Pyaemia,  Septicaemia,  Jaundice, 
Peritonitis  and  Fever. 

A number  of  animals  were  received  dead  on  arrival  at 
the  Bacon  Factories. 
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Both  Bacon  Factories  have  set  up  to  date  waste  eliminating 
plants  and  condemned  meat  at  each  factory  is  dealt  with  on 
the  premises. 

As  in  previous  years  the  unsound  meat  from  the  Public 
Slaughterhouse  is  collected  by  an  outside  firm  and  this  is 
processed  and  converted  into  artificial  manure.

During  the  summer  months  a large  quantity  of  pig  meat 
came  into  the  town  for  manufacturing  purposes  and  on 
examination  this  was  found  to  be  affected  with  bone  taint. 


Milk  and  Dairies 

Six  dealers’  licenses  for  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  were 
issued  during  the  year  and  two  dealers’  licences  for  Pasteurised. 
Three  Supplementary  licences  were  issued  during  the  year, 
one  for  Tuberculin  Tested  milk,  one  for  Pasteurised  milk 
and  one  for  Sterilised  milk,  authorising  purveyors  of  milk 
out  of  the  area  to  sell  designated  milk  in  the  town. 

During  the  year  occupiers  of  two  dairies  were  called  upon 
to  carry  out  decorations. 
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22  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  the  dairies  and  20  of 
these  were  satisfactory.  Both  the  samples  found  to  be  un- 
satisfactory were  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  and  the  matter  was 
investigated  at  each  dairy.  As  a result  of  this  5 samples  of 
empty  bottles  were  submitted  to  the  Pathologist  for  sterility 
tests  and  it  was  found  that  the  bottle  washing  machine  at 
one  dairy  had  not  been  operating  properly.  This  was 
subsequently  rectified. 

Ice  Cream 

Eight  samples  of  icecream  were  taken  and  all  proved  to 
be  satisfactory.  There  were  no  new  applications  for  registration 
during  the  year  and  the  number  of  registered  ice-cream 
premises  in  the  town  remained  at  35.  All  ice  cream  sold 
from  Registered  premises  was  pre-packed. 

Shops  Act,  1950 

Of  all  the  shops  visited  in  the  town  no  contraventions 
were  observed  except  at  food  shops  which  were  dealt  with 
under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  reported  on  under 
that  heading.

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955 

Systematic  inspections  of  all  food  premises  has  proceeded 
and  occupiers  of  28  shops  were  called  upon  to  carry  out  work 
required  by  the  Regulations,  including  provision  of  sinks, 
wash-hand  basins  with  hot  and  cold  water  supply,  protection 
of  exposed  food,  provision  of  cloakroom  accommodation, 
provision  of  first-aid  equipment  and  general  cleansing.  Work 
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at  17  of  these  establishments  was  completed  during  the 
year. 

Discussions  have  taken  place  with  proprietors  and 
representatives  of  firms  and  advice  has  been  given  as  to  the 
best  method  of  putting  the  Regulations  into  practice  and 
improving  the  general  standard  of  food  handling. 

Three  mobile  vans  were  inspected  and  the  owners  were 
called  upon  to  comply  with  the  Regulations. 

Stalls  in  the  open  market  selling  food  stuffs  were  inspected 
and  all  were  informed  of  their  obligations  under  the  Regu- 
lations. 

The  three  hospital  kitchens  in  the  town  were  inspected 
and  recommendations  were  forwarded  to  the  Hospital 
Management  Committee  in  respect  of  each. 


Food  Preparing  Premises 

88  visits  were  made  to  the  nine  food  preparing  premises 
in  the  town  but  this  included  the  two  bacon  factories,  where 
a considerable  amount  of  cooked  meat,  sausage  etc.,  is  manu- 
factured. Certain  cleansing  and  redecorative  work  was  called 
for  but  no  serious  contraventions  were  observed. 


Moveable  Dwellings 

Two  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  to  station 
caravans  on  small  sites.  One  caravan  owner  was  called 
upon  to  provide  a supply  of  water  from  the  town’s  main  to 
the  site  and  this  was  done. 

A caravan  which  was  occupied  by  gypsies  was  observed 
on  land  rented  by  the  Council  and  after  some  difficulty  the 
occupier  was  persuaded  to  move  off  the  site. 


Bakehouses 

There  are  seven  bakehouses  in  the  town  and  during  the 
year  one  bakery,  which  was  attached  to  a restaurant  was 
closed  for  a short  period  when  the  business  changed  hands. 
The  occupiers  of  two  bakehouses  were  called  upon  to  carry 
out  work  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

Rodent  inspection  and  control  is  carried  out  by  a part- 
time  Pest  Inspector/Operator. 

There  has  been  a marked  decline  in  the  number  of  major 
infestations  as  compared  with  previous  years.  This  may  be 
accounted  for  by  the  increasing  use  of  Warfarin  by  farmers, 
smallholders  and  shop-keepers,  acting  on  the  advice  and 
directions  given  by  the  Pest  Inspector.

Housing  Act 

Surveys  and  inspections  are  still  being  made  of  properties 
scheduled  for  action  under  the  Housing  Acts  and  two 
Clearance  Areas  totalling  24  houses  were  represented  to  the 
Council  during  the  year.  In  addition  to  this  three  houses 
were  closed  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  under  the  Local 
Government  (Miscellaneous  Provisions)  Act,  1953  and  the 
Housing  Act,  1957.  Two  of  these  houses  form  part  of  an 
original  Clearance  Area  but  they  were  becoming  so  defective 
as  to  be  dangerous  to  the  occupiers  and  therefore  had  to  be 
dealt  with  in  this  manner. 

The  Slum  Clearance  programme  is  lagging  behind  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  Council  are  having  difficulty  in  obtaining 
land  to  build  properties  for  rehousing. 

Improvement  Grants  were  made  in  respect  of  9 properties. 
Three  were  private  houses,  one  was  for  conversion  of  a flat 
and  five  were  in  respect  of  a block  of  almshouses.  With 
regard  to  the  almshouses,  application  was  made  to  the 
Ministry  under  Section  31  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  for  a 
75%  grant  and  this  was  approved.  The  Council  contributed 
the  remaining  25%. 

Advice  was  given  to  owners  of  properties  inspected 
regarding  Improvement  Grants,  but  many  property  owners 
are  reluctant  to  avail  themselves  of  the  grant  owing  to  the 
fact  that  properties  have  to  be  brought  up  to  a standard 
required  by  the  Housing  Acts. 
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The  remaining  four  Couneil  houses  whieh  were  under 
eonstruction  the  previous  year  were  completed. 

Seven  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  and  the 
Council  advanced  monies  under  the  Small  Dwellings 
Acquisition  Act  for  the  building  of  one  bungalow  and  the 
purchase  of  a post-war  house. 

The  Council  re-housed  29  families  during  the  year  inclu- 
ding one  tuberculous  patient,  and  three  requisitioned  houses 
were  released.  The  total  number  of  families  re-housed  since 
1946  was  883.

The  Ministry  is  still  being  pressed  to  give  consent  to  the 
proposal  to  supply  the  Southern  parishes  from  the  Cirencester 
Urban  District  Council’s  source  at  Baunton. 
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Phase  1 of  the  Quenington  Water  Scheme  was  completed 
and  Ministry  sanction  to  the  remainder  obtained. 

Ministry  demand  for  regrouping  of  water  undertakings 
in  accordance  with  principles  laid  down  in  Circular  52/56 
resulted  in  a number  of  meetings  with  neighbouring  authorities 
(Cirencester  Urban  District  Council,  Northleach  Rural 
District  Council  and  North  Cotswold  Rural  District  Council) 
included  in  the  Minister’s  suggested  “Cotswold  Group  B.” 

An  inadequate  and  defective  2inch  main  in  Sherbourne 
Street,  Lechlade,  was  replaced  by  a 3 inch  main,  linking  the 
existing  mains  in  Oak  Street  and  High  Street,  so  introducing 
a ring  system  to  reinforce  the  supply  in  the  centre  of  the 
village. 

Consumption  meters  were  installed  at  Coates  and  Lechlade. 

The  Council’s  five  pumping  stations  in  Lechlade,  Poulton, 

Coates,  Marsden  and  Down  Ampney  were  maintained 
satisfactorily  during  the  year,  the  average  monthly  con- 
sumption of  the  undertakings  in  question  being  816,227, 
1,095,000,  608,321,  329,250,  625,500  gallons  respectively. 

Water  Samples 

17  samples  were  taken  from  the  Council’s  own  supplies 
at  Lechlade,  Ready  Token,  Coates  and  Marsden  and  all  were 
satisfactory. 

9 samples  were  taken  from  bulk  supplies  received  by  the 
Council,  of  which  7 were  satisfactory,  1 not  entirely  satisfactory, 
and  1 unsatisfactory  due  to  the  presence  of  excessive  iron 
compounds. 

10  samples  were  taken  in  the  course  of  cleansing  and 
sterilising  new  mains. 

Of  22  samples  from  Estate  Supplies,  8 were  satisfactory, 

6 were  not  entirely  satisfactory  and  8 were  unsatisfactory. 
Although  a number  of  Estates  have  fitted  chlorinators  to 
their  supplies  on  advice  from  the  Department,  subsequent 
unsatisfactory  samples  reveal  that  they  are  not  always  used  O 
efficiently.  Q 

21  samples  were  taken  from  sources  serving  individual  ^ 
properties  and  of  these,  4 were  satisfactory,  1 was  not  entirely 
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satisfactory,  and  16  unsatisfactory.  Action  was  taken  in  al^ 
appropriate  cases  to  secure  necessary  improvement.

Sewerage  and  Drainage 

Continued  efforts  to  persuade  the  Ministry  to  give  eonsent 
to  the  eommencement  of  the  Fairford  Sewerage  Seheme, 
including  a visit  to  the  site  by  the  Rt.  Hon.  W.  S.  Morrison, 
M.P.,  were  finally  suceessful.  Consent  was  also  received  in 
respect  of  stage  I of  the  Quenington  scheme. 
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The  extension  of  the  sewers  formerly  serving  the  R.A.F. 
Camp  Site  in  Down  Ampney  to  cater  for  most  of  the  village 
was  completed  during  the  year. 

Cleansing  of  the  sewerage  outfalls  at  Ampney  St.  Peter, 
Kempsford,  Lechlade,  Barnsley,  North  Cerney  and  Poulton 
was  carried  out  by  contract,  a mechanical  emptier  being  used. 

Routine  measures  have  been  taken  for  the  destruction  of 
rats  in  the  Fairford  sewers  and  test  baiting  has  been  carried 
out  at  Lechlade. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Refuse  Collection  was  carried  out  throughout  the  District 
by  Contract. 

Because  of  the  age  and  condition  of  the  Contractor’s 
vehicles  discussions  took  place  with  a view  to  securing  their 
renewal.  The  Council  agreed  that  in  future  the  Contract 
would  be  let  on  a hve  yearly  basis  to  enable  the  Contractor 
to  justify  the  expenditure  necessary  to  purchase  a modern 
vehicle. 

Several  types  of  refuse  vehicle  were  subjected  to  a week’s 
trial  on  the  normal  collection  route. 

The  new  tip  at  Rhymes  Barn  Farm,  Kempsford,  was 
brought  into  use  and  a Ferguson  Tractor  with  earth  moving 
equipment  purchased  for  its  control.  The  former  tip  at 
Sunhill  was  blinded  with  earth  and  fully  reclaimed  for 
agriculture. 

Regular  rodent  control  was  carried  out  at  Rhymes  Barn. 

Litter  Bins  were  erected  in  nine  parishes. 
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Rats  and  Mice  Destruction 

Duties  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act, 
1949,  have  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year  by  a part- 
time  Rodent  Operator. 

113  farms  have  been  inspected,  356  dwelling  houses  and 
75  business  premises.  In  addition  to  Council  property, 
treatments  have  been  carried  ^out  at  43  dwelling  houses  and 
17  business  premises.

The  comprehensive  survey  of  housing  conditions  in  the 
District  continued  throughout  the  year  and  was  completed 
in  the  Parishes  of  Kemble,  Poole  Keynes,  Siddington, 
Somerford  Keynes  and  South  Cerney.

Water  Supplies 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  hrst  part  of  the  last  Section 
(Section  3)  of  the  Comprehensive  Water  Scheme  was  put 
in  hand  in  September,  1957.  The  Ministry  eventually  gave 
approval  to  this  after  the  Analysts  report  on  water  samples 
from  the  parishes  concerned  had  been  submitted.  None  of 
these  samples  were  satisfactory.  The  parishes  concerned  in 
this  first  part  of  Section  3 are: —

and  the  Eastington  part  of  Northleach

The  Council  considered  that  these  parishes 
were  well  supplied  by  private  undertakings,  except  the  Foxcote 
and  Kilkenny  areas  of  Withington  which  were  included  in 
the  scheme.

To  summarise,  at  the  present  time  15  parishes  and  part 
of  3 other  parishes  have  been  provided  with  mains  water, 

4 parishes  and  part  of  another  parish  already  on  the  scheme 
are  being  dealt  with,  leaving  only  3 and  part  of  another 
already  on  the  scheme  still  to  be  dealt  with.

There  are  two  main  pumping  stations  for  the  compre- 
hensive  water  scheme,  one  at  Bibury  and  one  at  Syreford, 
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together  with  one  sub-pumping  station  at  Fossebridge  and  a 
small  booster  station  at  Chedworth.  Five  reservoirs  are  fed 
from  these  two  stations  and  are  situated  at  Penhill  (215,000 
gallons),  Fossebridge  ( 125,000  gallons).  Stowell  Park  (300,000 
gallons),  Bibury  Farm  (250,000  gallons)  and  Brockhampton 
(5,000  gallons). 

The  maintenance  and  supervision  of  the  water  undertaking 
is  controlled  by  Mr.  Ballinger,  the  Water  Superintendent 
and  samples  are  taken  from  the  pump  houses  and  at  various 
points  in  the  area. 

During  the  year  the  following  quantities  of  water  were 
pumped : — 

Bibury  Pumping  Station  43,687,000  gallons. 

Syreford  Pumping  Station  14,566,000  gallons. 

Connections  to  main  during  the  year  were  182,  to  supply 
219  houses  and  14  farms.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

The  position  remains  the  same  as  last  year,  Northleach, 
with  a population  of  approximately  1,000  being  the  only 
parish  with  a general  sewage  system  and  this  was  completed 
in  1952.  One  man  is  employed  at  the  pumping  station  and 
disposal  works.  The  pumping  station  is  inspected  daily  and 
the  electrical  plant  is  inspected  and  tested  twice  a year. 
Generally  little  trouble  is  experienced  with  the  system. 
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There  are  9 housing  sites  with  mechanical  sewage  plants 
and  10  housing  sites  with  septic  tanks  and  one  man  is  em- 
ployed for  about  80%  of  his  time  to  look  after  these.  The 
larger  mechanical  plants  are  visited  weekly  and  the  smaller 
sites  every  fortnight,  for  this  he  uses  his  own  van,  a petrol 
allowance  being  made.  The  excessive  use  of  detergents 
adversely  affects  the  efficiency  of  these  small  plants. 

No  progress  was  made  with  the  proposed  Andoversford 
sewerage  scheme  because  of  the  credit  squeeze  and  the  need 
to  reduce  the  cost.  It  is  hoped  that  this  scheme  will  be  put  in 
hand  at  an  early  date  as  it  is  badly  needed. 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  system  of  fortnightly  collections,  except  in  Northleach, 
which  has  them  weekly,  has  not  changed  over  the  last  few 
years.  Two  men,  using  one  Bedford  refuse  collecting  lorry 
are  employed  for  this  work  and  serve  26  parishes  covering  an 
area  of  approximately  118  square  miles.  Few  complaints 
were  received  regarding  the  service  during  the  year,  which  is 
most  satisfactory.  The  task  of  refuse  collection  in  all  weathers 
is  neither  easy  nor  pleasant  but  it  is  a very  necessary  public 
health  service. 


Salvage  Collection  (Waste  Paper) 

Waste  paper  is  collected  separately  by  the  refuse  collectors 
during  their  rounds  and  is  taken  to  depot  in  Northleach 
from  where  it  is  collected  onee  a month  by  the  Waste  Paper 
Merchants  in  Cheltenham.  The  collecting  of  waste  paper  as 
salvage,  as  well  as  bringing  in  revenue,  helps  to  keep  tips 
tidy  because  a high  paper  content  in  refuse  is  very  difficult 
to  handle. 

The  present  price  paid  is  £2  per  ton  and  during  the  year 
15  tons  19  cwts  I qtr.  of  waste  paper  was  collected,  the  value 
being  £32  12.  Od.

Ice  Cream 

One  application  for  a confectioners  and  stationery  business 
to  be  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  was  granted  during  the  year. 
The  total  number  on  the  register  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  is 
now  18,  which  includes  one  where  the  ice  cream  is  manu- 
factured. It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  the  premises  are 
registered  and  not  the  occupier. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 


Steady  work  continues  to  be  done  regarding  the  bringing 
of  premises  up  to  standard  to  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  this  Act,  and  the  majority  of  the  provision  shops  in  the 
district  have  achieved  a high  standard  and  compare  favourably 
with  any  in  the  larger  towns  and  cities.  There  is  still  some 
work  to  be  done  before  a few  of  the  smaller  businesses  fulfil 
all  the  requirements.

Slaughterhouses 

Whilst  there  are  four  licenced  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district,  only  one  is  used  regularly.  This  is  situated  5 miles 
from  Northleach  and  killing  takes  place  3 to  4 days  a week 
It  has  not  been  possible,  because  of  irregular  times  of 
slaughtering,  to  inspect  all  the  meat  as  should  be  done  at 
the  time  of  slaughter.  The  owner  of  the  slaughterhouse 
has  undertaken  to  notify  the  Public  Health  Inspector  of  any 
suspected  carcase  should  he  not  be  in  attendance.

The  condemned  sheep  mentioned  in  these  tables  suffered 
from  multiple  abscesses. 
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During  the  year  281bs  of  hind  quarter  of  English  beef  was 
condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption,  because  of 
bone  taint.  Condemned  food  is  disposed  of  under  supervision 
at  the  refuse  tip.  Meat  is  burnt  there. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  (Rats  and 
M ice  Destruction) 

As  in  previous  years  a full  time  operator  is  employed  in 
this  work.  He  systematically  inspects  the  district  and  carries 
out  treatments  as  required.  A number  of  farmers  carry  out 
their  own  treatments,  visits  being  made  from  time  to  time  to 
ascertain  if  they  are  successful  and  advice  is  given  also  as  to 
the  best  way  of  treating  an  infestation.  The  main  bait  being 
used  is  Warfarine.

Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928  and  amending  Acts 

During  the  year  important  new  regulations  regarding  the 
conveyance  and  delivery  into  petroleum  tanks,  and  a model 
code  of  licencing  conditions,  were  issued  by  the  Home  Olfice. 
The  code  of  practice  for  filling  stations  and  storage  tanks 
will  be  embodied  in  all  new  licences  issued  during  1958. 

Seven  new  licences  were  issued  during  the  year,  four  of 
these  were  renewals  from  the  war  days.

Housing 

Generally  speaking  most  of  the  cottages  in  the  district 
are  of  the  agricultural  type,  being  stone  built  with  stone 
slated  roofs.  Most  of  them  are  structurally  sound  but  may 
lack  modern  amenities  such  as  bathrooms,  W.C.,  hot  and  cold 
water  supplies,  etc.  By  concentrating  on  the  Housing  Act, 
1949,  Section  20,  which  enables  owners,  with  the  aid  of  a 
grant  to  provide  these  facilities,  good  progress  has  been  made 
in  getting  cottages  brought  up  to  modern  standards.  Rent 
of  cottages  in  the  area  varies  from  l/6d.  to  8/-  per  week 
inclusive. 

H ousing  Generally 

During  the  year  16  complaints  were  received.  These 
were  investigated  and  remedied  without  trouble.

Improvement  Grants  (Housing  Act  1949  Section  20) 

During  the  year  29  applications  for  grants  under  this 
Act  were  received  involving  39  properties,  including  4 conver- 
sions.

From  time  to  time  the  Council  has  purchased  cottage 
properties  for  conversion  and  modernisation  and  by  the  end 
of  1957  had  15,  plus  one  small  ex  Government  site  of  6 
wooden  terraced  hutments.  Some  of  these  cottages  are  suitable 
for  old  people.  These  properties  are  as  follows: — 

Compton  Abdale — 3 cottages,  improvements  not  yet  com- 
menced. Withington — 3 cottages,  now  converted  to  two  old 
peoples  cottages  and  occupied.  Hampen — 5 cottages,  im- 
provements not  yet  commenced.  Northleach,  Vineyard 
Cottages — conversion  of  4 cottages  to  5 cottages,  work  in 
hand.  The  ex-Government  site  comprises  6 good  hutments 
which  were  occupied  at  time  of  purchase. 
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Camp  Sites 

Two  camp  sites  out  of  the  original  six  still  remain  under 
the  care  of  the  Council,  namely  Stowell  Park  Camp  and 
Whittington  Court  Camp,  but  the  number  of  tenants  on 
these  Camps  has  been  considerably  reduced  by  rehousing 
in  Council  houses.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  in 
Stowell  Park  Camp  was  12,  reduced  from  32,  and  in  Whitting- 
ton Court  Camp  11,  reduced  from  16.  There  is  a hard  core 
of  chronic  rent  defaulters  among  the  remaining  tenants  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Council  has  repeatedly  warned  them 
that  they  would  not  be  rehoused  unless  the  rent  was  paid  up. 


Camping  Sites  (Public  Health  Act  1936,  Section  269) 

There  are  two  private  caravan  sites  in  the  area,  both 
situated  at  Cold  Aston,  and  are  licenced  for  10  and  15 
caravans  respectively.  During  the  year  these  were  well 
maintained.  In  1957,  4 applications  were  received  to  station 
a caravan  and  two  of  these  applications  were  refused.  One 
application  for  a renewal  of  licence  was  granted.  There  are 
only  9 single  caravans  stationed  throughout  the  district.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
Water  Supplies 

Tetbury,  Beverstone  and  Tethury  Upton. 

These  parishes  are  supplied  from  the  waterworks  in 
Tetbury  although  Tetbury  Upton  is  in  the  statutory  area 
of  the  West  Gloucestershire  Water  Company.  The  Council 
is  awaiting  the  report  of  its  Consulting  Engineers  No.  2 
Borehole. 

A satisfactory  supply  of  water  was  obtained  from  these 
works  during  the  year  and  the  6 samples  taken  from  the 
boreholes  were  of  a high  standard  of  purity. 

Some  37J  million  gallons  were  pumped  from  No.  1 
Borehole  to  the  60,000  gallon  tower  at  the  waterworks  which 
supplies  the  parish  of  Tetbury  together  with  the  Twelve 
Acres  and  Doughton  areas  of  Tetbury  Upton.  The  6J  million 
gallons  pumped  from  No.  2 Borehole  were  boosted  to  the 
Babdown  reservoir  supplying  Beverstone  village,  Calcot  in

the  parish  of  Kingscote  and  the  Charlton  Court  area  of 
Tetbury  Upton. 

Of  the  44  million  gallons  pumped  from  these  works  some 
million  gallons  were  supplied  by  meter. 

The  average  daily  consumption  for  un-metered  supplies 
amounted  to  97,000  gallons  giving  an  average  daily  con- 
sumption of  29  gallons  per  head. 

A new  extension  to  the  Babdown  4 inch  main  in  Lowfield 
Road,  Tetbury,  was  completed  during  the  year  and  will 
ultimately  supply  36  dwellings. 

All  the  6 samples  taken  from  the  mains  supply  were 
satisfactory.  During  the  year  22  new  connections  were  made 
to  the  Council’s  mains. 

Kingscote. 

This  parish  is  in  the  Council’s  statutory  area  of  supply. 
A piped  supply  of  water  to  all  the  houses  in  Kingscote  Village 
has  now  been  laid  from  a private  supply  owned  by  the  Kings- 
cote/Horsley  Trust.  The  water  supply  position  in  this  parish 
will  have  to  be  given  further  consideration. 

Ashley  with  part  of  Cherington. 

This  parish  and  part  of  Cherington  are  also  in  the  statutory 
area  of  the  Council.  The  hamlet  of  Culkerton  is  at  present 
supplied  by  the  Rodmarton  Estate  which  has  so  far  proved 
satisfactory.  The  hamlet  of  Ashley  and  the  Trull  district 
in  the  parish  of  Cherington  are  supplied  from  farm  supplies, 
and  an  adequate  piped  supply  was  maintained  during  the 
year. 

Oz/eworth. 

Ozleworth  is  in  the  Council’s  statutory  area  of  supply 
but  relies  on  private  piped  supplies  and  wells. 

Avening  and  Cherington. 

Avening  and  part  of  the  parish  of  Cherington  are  in  the 
statutory  area  of  the  Stroud  Water  Board  and  a satisfactory 
supply  was  maintained  during  the  year. 
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No  new  connections  were  made  to  the  Board’s  mains 
during  the  year. 

Boxwell  with  Leighterton,  Didmarton,  Long  Newnton  and 
Shipton  Moyne. 

These  parishes  are  in  the  West  Gloucestershire  Water 
Company’s  area  of  supply  and  a piped  supply  is  provided  in 
all  the  parishes. 

The  Company’s  borehole  at  Long  Newnton  previously 
used  by  the  Council  for  temporary  housing  purposes,  is 
now  used  to  provide  a supply  to  Church  Farm  and  Bould- 
ridge  Farm,  in  the  parish.  The  plant  is  being  operated  by  the 
Council  on  behalf  of  the  owners  of  the  farms  concerned  by 
arrangement  with  the  water  company.  The  company  are 
preparing  a scheme  for  the  improvement  of  their  supply 
generally  in  this  parish. 

Some  8 new  connections  were  made  to  the  Company’s 
main  in  these  parishes  during  the  year. 

Westonbirt  with  Lasborough. 

This  parish  is  in  the  statutory  area  of  the  West  Gloucester- 
shire Water  Company.  Westonbirt  is  supplied  by  the  Wes- 
tonbirt School  undertaking  and  the  Lasborough  area  by 
small  private  supplies.  The  majority  of  houses  have  a piped 
supply  which  was  satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  year. 

Of  the  3 samples  taken  from  private  supplies  in  the 
parishes  of  Kingscote  and  Ozleworth,  none  were  satisfactory. 
In  two  of  these  cases  arrangements  were  made  for  an  alter- 
native supply  and  improvements  were  made  in  the  case  of 
the  third.  A total  of  15  samples  was  taken  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  some  768  inspections  and  visits  were 
made  in  connection  with  water  supplies  in  the  area. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Tetbury. 

An  enquiry  by  a Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern- 
ment Inspector  was  held  during  the  year  into  the  proposed 
scheme  for  the  modernisation  of  the  sewage  works  at  Tetbury, 
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which  includes  the  re-laying  of  a length  of  12  inch  sewer 
from  Charlton  Road  to  Cutwell,  and  approval  has  been 
received. 

The  River  Avon  Catchment  Board  took  further  samples 
of  the  sewage  effluent  and  brook  water  which  proved  un- 
satisfactory. 

18  new  connections  were  made  to  the  sewer  during  the  year. 
Avening  and  Cherington. 

The  sewage  works  at  Avening  has  worked  very  efficiently 
during  the  year  and  samples  of  the  effluent  have  proved  to 
be  of  a high  standard. 

Only  2 connections  were  made  to  the  Cherington  sewer 
during  the  year.  The  total  number  of  connections  was  5. 

Didmarton. 

No  further  progress  has  been  made  regarding  the  provision 
of  a drainage  system  for  this  parish.  The  old  existing  sewer 
through  the  village  is  very  defective  and  the  outfall  is  a ditch 
to  the  east  of  the  village. 

Other  Parishes. 

The  Council  has  no  drainage  system  in  any  of  the  other 
parishes  except  the  Council  House  sites  in  Shipton  Moyne, 
Didmarton  and  Leighterton. 

During  the  year  372  inspections  were  made  in  connection 
with  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal. 

Public  Cl  eansing 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all  13  parishes. 
The  work  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour.  Refuse  is  only 
collected  when  put  out  by  the  householder  at  a point  where 
it  can  be  conveniently  loaded  on  to  the  vehicle. 

The  majority  of  refuse  is  disposed  of  on  the  Herd  Lane 
refuse  tip  in  Tetbury,  but  other  small  tips  are  used  at  Chering- 
ton and  Shipton  Moyne. 

During  the  year  23  tons  3 cwts.  of  paper  were  sold  for  £167. 

Some  403  inspections  were  carried  out  in  connection  with 
public  cleansing. 
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The  Council  continued  the  practice  of  sweeping  the  main 
streets  in  the  parish  of  Tetbury  on  Sundays. 

River  Pollution 

The  only  case  reported  during  the  year  arose  from  the 
clfluent  from  the  Tetbury  Sewage  Works.  As  already  stated 
a scheme  has  been  approved  for  modernising  the  works  to 
prevent  the  pollution  of  the  river. 

H ousing 

Further  inspections  of  a number  of  dwellings  in  Category 
5 of  the  1946  Survey  have  been  carried  out. 

In  all  cases  where  individual  unfit  houses  are  concerned, 
and  procedure  under  Section  1 1 would  be  necessary,  the 
owners  have  been  given  details  of  the  defects  in  order  that 
they  may  give  the  matter  full  consideration  before  demolition 
procedure  is  commenced.  3 Demolition  Orders  were  made 
under  this  heading.  Closing  Orders  were  issued  on  3 dwellings 
scheduled  under  Section  30  of  the  Town  and  Country 
Planning  Act,  1947  (buildings  of  special  architectural  or 
historic  interest). 

Some  231  inspections  were  carried  out  and  36  informal 
notices  were  served  during  the  year. 

H ousing  Act,  1949,  Improvement  Grants 

During  the  year  19  applications  for  grant  were  approved 
in  respect  of  24  dwellings.  The  average  grant  paid  per 
dwelling  was  £344.  1 5 certificates  of  completion  were  issued. 

Council  Houses 

The  Council  now  has  339  Council  Houses  in  the  area. 
It  was  decided  to  build  20  new  traditional  ''Reemd’'  dwellings 
on  the  land  owned  by  the  Council  in  Lowfield  Road,  Tetbury, 
and  a further  16  were  considered  in  order  to  complete  the 
site.  It  was  later  decided  not  to  proceed  with  the  16  owing  to 
the  increased  bank  rate. 

The  20  houses  in  course  of  construction  consist  of: — 

8,  1 -bedroom  flats;  8,  2-bedroom  houses:  2,  3-bedroom 
houses  and  2,  4-bedroom  houses  and  are  to  be  used  for

the  re-housing  of  temporary  hut  dwellers  at  Beverstone 
and  Babdown  R.A.F.  Camp,  together  with  families  from 
demolition  properties. 

Maintenance  and  improvement  works  carried  out  during 
the  year  included  the  external  painting  of  93  dwellings,  the 
replacement  of  43  domestic  hot-water  system  grates  and  the 
provision  of  domestic  hot-water  systems  in  10  houses, 
together  with  the  complete  re-tiling  of  12  houses  in  Hampton 
Street,  Tetbury. 

Some  1,034  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year 
in  connection  with  the  maintenance  of  Council  Houses. 

A further  2 families  from  the  temporary  dwellings  at 
Beverstone  were  re-housed  during  the  year,  and  the  remaining 
6 will  be  re-housed  in  the  new  houses  in  Lowfield  Road  early 
in  the  new  year.  There  are  5 families  to  re-house  from  the 
Babdown  R.A.F.  site. 

During  the  year  179  inspections  were  carried  out  in 
connection  with  the  maintenance  of  the  dwellings  and  the 
operation  of  water  and  drainage  services. 

New  Buildings 

Plans  submitted  for  approval  under  the  Council's  building 
byelaws  amounted  to  84  during  the  year,  including  23  new 
dwellings,  33  alterations  and  additions  and  28  miscellaneous. 

Some  593  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  new 
building  works  during  the  year. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

The  number  of  treatments  carried  out  during  the  year 
amounted  to  20  and  82  inspections  were  carried  out.  The 
systematic  treatment  of  the  Council’s  sewers,  refuse  tips  etc. 
was  carried  out.  No  major  infestations  were  reported  during 
the  year. 

Meat,  Milk  and  other  Foods 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  but  4 licences 
were  issued  to  slaughtermen  in  the  area  during  the  year. 

There  are  no  manufacturers  of  ice-cream  in  the  district.
